The Coal Strike Situation. 


London, March 2.—Attempts to re 
concile the opposing forces in the coal 
strike were suspended yesterday um 
til Monday, when both the owners 
and the miners will again see Premier 
Asquith and his Cabinet colleagues. 
Should it then be evident that the 
extremists refuse ta abate their a 
demands, legislative action will 
swift. 

Prime Minister Asquith, in a state. 
ment in the House of Commons. last 
evening, said that the coal owners in 

‘actically the whole of England and 
n the north of Wales had accepted 
the proposals of the Government; thas 
in south Wales and in Scotland the 
owners declined the proposition, while 
the miners have rejected it because 
they wére unwilling to submit the 
rates for a minimum wage to any form 
of revision. He hoped to be able to 
make a further statement to the House 
on Monday. 

The Premier yesterday invited the 
miners’ executive committee to mee§ 
the coal owners, but the men declined, 
saying they had nothing to discuss, 

The miners’ delegates are now re- 
turning to their respective districts, 
and will ask instructions as to 
they are to deal with the new pro 
posals of the Government. Even 
should the men approve of the sub- 
mission of the schedule of minimum 
rates of wages to discussion, the strike 
could not arrested under a week, 
and probably it would last another 
fortnight, $

boneficially or otherwise, 

This recommendation i the direct 
result of the Imperial Conference held 
last June in London. During that con- 
ference, Hon. Mr Fisher, tl:e Premier 
of Australia, had on the order paper 
on June 16, twc resolutions urging 
that trade betweer: the different parts 
of the Empire should be more fully 
developed.

The Speaker had ruled *> + nothing 
should be introduced in the diseussion 
beyond what was contsined in the 
ctigina! mction and the two amend- 
ments, Mr. Elliott, however, alluded 
to the financial end of the settlement, 
and Sir James interrupted, to 
that as far as Ontario was concerned, 
there was no such thing as a 
end of it. Manitoba was the only pro- 
vince that secured money from the 


Federal Government, and Mr. Elliott 
wes to infer, s ntly, that 
Ontario in some way had been related 


to a financial consideration. 

Mr. Rowell interrupted that that 
was just his contention. He claimed 
that Manitoba had stepped in and se- 
cured a cash grant as well as the ter- 


ritory. 

Sir James explained that the Legis- 
lature did not know anything about 
any such financial agreement. Refer- 
ring to Mr. Rowell, he said, “he isn’t 
frank enough to state that the finan- 
cial arrangement was between Mani- 
toba and the Dominion Government. 
There was not a word about Ontario. 
This province had no more to do with 
a financial arrangement than the 
kingdom of Morocco. 

A. G. MacKay added to the discus 
sion by making reference to financial 
arrangements that were made about 
the time of confederation.

Women's Advocates Think Suffragettes 
Are Overdoing It. 


London, March 6.—In pursuance of 
the Government's intention to fully 
test the efficacy of the existing laws 
to deal with the latest tactica of the 
militant suffragettes lefore resorting 
to special~ legislation to make the 
funds of the suffrage societies liable 
for damage done by their members, 
the police Iast night raided the of- 
fices of the Women’s Social and Poli- 
tical Union in Clements’ Inn. They 
arrested Mr. and Mrs. Frederick Pe- 
thick Lawrence, juint editors of Vutes 
for Women, who were taken to the 
Bow atreet police station. 

The police also had a warrant for 
the arrest of Miss Christabel Pank- 
hurst, but die not find her there. They 
took possesion of the offices, The 
leaders of the union are charged with 
being responsible for the latest win- 
dow-smashing campaign. They will 
presumably be.tried under the con- 
spiracy laws. 

Members of the union seen last 
night declared that the new departure 
in inflicting hard labor sentences 5 
on those convicted of taking part in 
Monday's demonstration, and io ar- 
resting the leaders will only produce a 
bigger crop of volunteers for militant 
Work. 


The weakness*of the sullragist case, 
however, is seen in the fact that the 
great majority of women denounce 
the militant actions, which they de- 
clare are being carried too far. 

Even the Women’s Freed League, 
an important body which has already 
secured many reforms for women, de 
precates the measures which the mili- 
tant suffragettes ore taking and the 
doings.of the Social aud Political Un- 
ion, contending» that the suffragists 
ought to be satisticd tu await the out- 
come of the pre.ent Parliamentary 
session, which has offered the best 
hopes of advancing the cause.

The passenger train was composed 
of an engine, baggace car, second-class 
assenger, and first-class passenger, 
in the order named. 

In backing up the first-class car was 
first, and it was the car struck by the 
on-coming bas. re of the freight. The 
impact caused the first-class passenger 
to completely tel the second- 
class car, over one-half of the latter 
being completely demolished. It was 
in this car that the five were killed. 
The first-class car wag practically in- 
tact with the exception ef the seats,

- Hastenings. “The vestibules were de- 
molished. The baggage car was also 
Sonsiderably. damaged, but was used 
4o convey the injured to the Hull sta- 
tion, from where they were taken to 
the hospitals.

Premier Asquith Will Confer Again 
on Coal Strike. 


London, March 9.—After extended 
talks with committees representing the 
coal mine owners and tleir strikins 
employes yesterday, Prer.ier Asquitn 
extended ap invitation to,the repre- 
sentatives of both sides to the dispute 
to meet in a joint conference “with 
a view to a free discussion of the 
whole ‘situation.” 

The oficial report explaios that tie 
Government consilers th: propozals 
they have placed before both partics 
offer the fairest means for arriving at 
a satisfactory settiement of the dis- 
pute, but in view of the difficulty of 
making any y;rogreas in that direction 
without a mutual discussion of the 
situation, the invitation for a joint 
conference was i-sued. ‘ 

What the Government’s ,proposale 
are has not been divulged.” The miu- 
ers replicd to the invitation that they 
ad undertaken to reassemble the 
national conference of miners at the 
earliest possible tmotment, but with 
the reservation that they would not 
recommend the acceptauce of the Guv- 
ernment’s invitation except’ on the 
understanding that the principle of a 
minimum wage should be excluded 
from the discussiun at the conference.

CANADA'S. REVENUE. 


Dominion Will Have 8 Surplus of About 
$35,000,000 This Year. 
Ottawa, March 9.—When Hon. W. 

T. White, Minister of Finance, bri: 
down his budget, which will probably 
be next Wednesday, he will be able 
to announce the st surplus in 
the history of Can It will be 
about thirty-five million dollars for 
the financial year, an increase of some 
fifteen million dollars over the sur- 
plus which Mr. Fielding announced 
a year ago. 

The revenue for the eleven months 
was $120,645,616 and the expenditure 
$77,145,824 on consolidated fund. The 
increase in the revenue for the eleven 
months is $16,343,000, and of expendi- 
ture of $6,557,953. 

The. revenue already for the eleven 
months shows an increase over last 
year of three million dollars in ex- 
cess of the total revenue last year. 
The revenue for the month of Febru- 

shows an increase of near! 
million .nd a half over Jast year. rhe 
total for February of 1911 was $9,491,- 
997.97, and the total for this’ year is 
$11,076,633.72. 

The expenditure on capital account 
for the seven months has been $27,- 
900,000, or one and a half million less 
thaw last year. The indications are 
that the surplus of the revenue con- 
solidated fund will mpeactically: meet 
svery item of expenditure on capital 
account, including twenty-five million 
for the construction of the National 
Transcontinental Railway.

through him. The Admiralty is gen- 
erally regarded as one of the most 
economically administered of all Gov- 
ernment departments, but as a matter 
of fact there are many, things, both 
great and small, which wilt pay, and 
pa; well, for a little expert business 
attenticn. - ess s 
_ For instance, some little time ago 
it was desired to furnish a new mast 
to 8 naval reserve training hulk at 
Newcastle. The Admiralty called fcr 
tenders, but as these appeared to be 
too high it was decid that the mast 
shoyld bp. built in Sheerness Dock- 
yard. When rl mg the mast was 
owed to Newcastle by a tug which is 
gharged for at the cate of $59 for six 
hours if loaned out; and when the 
craft arrived at Newcastle it was dis- 
covered that the mast was no use 
unless it was stepped in the hulk. 
The Hecessary men could not be spar- 
ed from a dockyard, so tenders were 
invited from loca! firms; and the re- 
sult was that the contract for step- 
ping the mast was Jet at a greater 
cost than the original’ tender for 
building and stepping it. 

Quite recer.tiy we have had anoth- 
er example of this sort of thing. The 
Admiralty desired a steamship for the 
carriage of petrol, to attend on the 
submarine flotillas. It was’stated by 
an expert that pongo Whitworth, 
& Co., would have built a vessel to 
carry 6,000 tons of oi] for £10 a toi; 
but the Admiralty proceeded upon 
uite original, not to say expensive 
lines. They bought a coasting steam- 
er (now named the Isla) for £10,000; 
they spent another £15,000 in alter. 
ations, making £25,000 in all, and for 
that sum they have a boat that can- 
not carry as much as 500 tons of fe- 
trol. At a ‘moderate’ estimate the 
Admiralty: buyer and business man- 
ager @ saved tus country 
£15,000 on that transaction alone. 

There are many other comparatively 
small things‘in' which’ the’attention of 
the New Admiralty Lord will be wel- 
comed, at least by the-nation, if not 
by those more immediately concerned, 
For instance, when ‘the royal yacht 
Victoria-arid Albert!was bu.it at Peni: 
broke in 1899 a large quantity: of mica 
was used for the fittings. Before she 
left, however, this was removed, and 
no fewer than 39 hundredweight of 
this material lay idle in the yard for 
ten years. Similarly, last year some- 
one of an inquisitive turn of mind 
“discovered” in Portamouth dockyard 
a quantity of chain cable worth over 
£500 which had been lying there, for- 
t-tten, for a dozen years. 

These, L wever, are but minor mat- 
ters compare! with some in which 
the business manager will, it is. to 
be hoped, interest himsclf.

The unsuccessful attempt tr assas- 
sinate the King made as His Majesty, 
with Queen Helene, was proceeding 
from the palace to the Pantheon to 
take part in the annual memorial ser- 
vice in honer of the late King Hum- 
bert. 

The royal carriage was preceded 
and followed by an escort of cuiras- 
siers. The procession was passing 
along the Via Lota wh — three shots 
rang out from amidst ths crowd. 

Consternation was on every face, 
The soldiers following the carriage 
immediately dashed forward, and. as 
they did so theit c&mmander fell from 
his horse. 

The wounded officer was moved to 
one side by one of his men while the 
others dashed up to the royal carriage, 
where they found the King and Queen 
sitting calm and unmoved. 

Meanwhile the crowd seized the 
man who had fired the shots and at- 
up to lynch him. He was so 
badly handled that he was scarcely 
able to answer questions when he 
was handed over to the police. 

The royal. procession was not stop- 
ped for an instant, but proceeded to- 
ward the Pantheon, where the mass 
for King Humbert was completed 
without. further incident. 

After the conclusion of ‘the service 
the King and Queen returned to the 
Quirnal along the same route. a 

At the police station, in spite- of 
the man’s bad condition owing to the 
mishandling he had received from the 
crowds, he was submitted to a keen in- 
terrogatory. ,He declared that his, 
name was Antonio Dalba, that he was

Minister cf Education at Grand: Lodge 


the Government Is Trying to Make 
English the Language of, the 
Province — Resolution on the 
Ne Temere Decree Passed. 


London, Ont., March 15.—Fred. 
Dane of Toronto was elected Grand 
Master of the Orange Gr> ' Lodge of 
Ontario */est at the closing sesgion 
last night by acclamation. Dr. Wil- 
liams of Woodstock was *..ected De- 
puty Grand Master and H. C. Hocken 
of Toronto second deputy. 

The passing of resolutions against 
dilingual schools and the ne temere 
decree, which were presented by the 
legislation committee, under Col, 
Scott, made up the principal business 
of the afternoon. The resolution re- 
specting ne temere expressed satisfac. 
tion on the part of the grand lodge 
that the Federal Government bad done 
what the order desired the Provincial 
Government to do, namcly, to have 
the courts pass upon the ne temere 
decree, and the resolution further ex- 
prooees the hope that only the Dom- 
nion Parliament should have the 
power of dissolving marriages. 

_An emphatic protest against ‘'s 
cial privileges” in the matter of ti. 
lingual .schools was voiced in that 
resolution, which was adopted after a 
lively discussion., It declared that 
the Ontario Government cannot com- 
pel obserbance of the law as long as 
there is “fone loophole for the use of 
French jn schools.’” : 

The resolution was brought in by 
Lieut.-Col. J. H. Scott of Walkerton 
and seconded by Controller H. C. 
Hocken of Toronto. A similar resolu- 
tion will come before the grand lodge 
of Eastern Ontario in Kingston next 
Wednesday, 

Hon. Dr. Pyne, who delivered a 
strong address, declared it was the 
desire of the Government to” make 
English the language of th) province. 
That was the purpose of the Depart- 
ment of Education in having prepar- 
ed the exhaustive report of Dr. Mer- 
chant on the bilingual question. All 
were that Ontario should re- 
main English-speaking. Dr. Pyne al- 
80 favored better-psid teachers, made 
responsible to. the’ Government. 

An address was given by Hon. Jas. 
Duff, who expressed opinions practi- 
cally supporting all that Dr. Pyne 
hed said.

Hon. A. G. MacKay Takes a Fall Out 
of the Departments in’ Turn and 
Criticizes the Parsimony- of the 
Government With Regard to the 
Farmers—Should Get the Cest 
Possible Man for Department 


Toronto, March 13.—The debate on 
the budget in the Provincial House

} Was discussed. 

Mr. T. W. McGarry charged the 
Opposition with joining hands with 
their confreres at Ottawa to turn the 

soreness one against ths other, In 

is speech _in the budget debate he 
made reference to the remarks of Mr.’ 


Manitoba Legislature, who’ had made 
2 statement that if eastern Canada 
i wouldn’t accede to.the wishes of the 
western provinces in matters of Peller. 
the west would be justified in wit 
drawing from confederation. 

For nearly half an hour, Mr. Me- 
Garry apoke on the policy of the Gov. 
ernment with regard to timber limits 


the gigantic sales of timber that were 
made during the Ross administration, 

In spite of the fact that the hon. 
member opposite thinks the province 
is oe depleted of its timber lands,” 
said Mr. McGarry, “the eamount of 
red and white pine and pulpwood is 
now double what it was under the old 
Government. Why in unlicensed land 
alone.” he continued, “‘we have $100,- 
000,000 worth of red and white pine 
and pulpwood,.” 

Mr. McGarry then told of the Gov- 
ernment revenues from mines at the 
present times, For Cobalt Lake alone, 
$1,085,000 had been received, 

“We have actually got over $20,- 
000,000," he thundered, ‘from these 
very mines that the old Government 
disposed of for $5,000.” ae hae ie 

Mr. McGarry paid a tribute to J. 


N. O. commission, and said that Mr. 
Englehart’s equal in point of efficiency 
couldn’t be got for a salary of $25,000. 
And yet Mr. Englehart was devoting 
his whole time and ability in ouking 
the road the success it is to-day. 

Hon. A. G, MacKay took the De- 
partments seriatim and prodded the 
special tender spot of each. 

He also took a wallup at the Agri- 


to this great asset of the province. 
In 1904, 81-2 per cent. of the total ex- 
penditures was devoted to aes 
and in 1911 just 7 per cent. been 
given to the same purpose. “Is her 
not an indication that agriculture is 
not receiving a {air share of the pub- 
lic money?” he asked. Are we setnnal 
to allow the Agricultura! Dep. 

to drift into the same state as 
Educational Department?’ 

The recent appointment of a Deputy 
Minister of Agriculture also came in 
for a jolt or two. He considered that 
it might be a hard task to get a pro- 
per man for the post, but the Govern- 
ment should be willing to give more 
than $3,000, even $5,000, or even as 
high as $10,000, in order to get @ pro- 
perly qualified deputy minister, one 
who knows everything pertaining to 
the problem of agriculture. He didn't 
wish to cay anything against the man 
who had been appointed. He was « 
very likeable chap and formerly 
hewspaper man, but he didn't know 
much about agriculture. 

W. Proudfoot, Centre Huron, de- 
clared that the Government membera 
kept persisting that they did not have 
any blowing of horns for the work 
they were doing, and yet every mem- 
ber that speaks indulges in horn- 
blowing, he said. 

It should be much cause for pride 
on the part of the Governmont, he 
contended, to see the item of the 5 
per cent. liquor tax in the public ac- 
counts. He ‘hoped that item would 
soon not appear at all, and that the 
Government would no longer appear 
to have entered into a Pee 
with the liquor men.

SPEECHES FOR KINGS 


HOW THEIR ADDRESSES _ ARE 
PRE°ARED FOR THEM. 


Encyclopaedic Information Is Requir. 
ed to Meet the Wide Variety of 
Occasions* Upon Which Royalty 
Has to Speak and So the Work Is 
Done by Experts—information Is 
Handed to King’s Secretary. 


“To prepare the.speeches of a royal 
personage such as King Edward, 
ranging as they do over almost every 
subject under the sun, from art to 
agriculture, and from chemistry to 
cattle-breeding,. one would require to 
combine the eloquence of Demos- 
thenes with the varied erudition of an 
encyclopuedia.” : 

So said Lord Rosebery a short time 
ago; and, indeed, it is only necessary 
to look over a list of the subjects 
which have’ inspired the oratory of 
King Edward or King George to mar 
vel how one little head could carry 
all they knew. As a matter of fact, 
no head co carry such encyclo- 
paedic kuowledge as these royal 
speeches exhibit; and their composi- 
tion is often the product of a good 


mAtbouh Ring Gi like his 1 
A i rge, like his la- 
mented royal father, is by natural 
aptitude and long training a ney, 
and eloquent speaker, he has natural- 
ly neither the time nor the knowledge 
Necessary to prepare many of the 
speeches he has to deliver. Take, for 
example, the opening of a new wing 
to a hospital, for which it is necessary 
to give a history of the hospital and 
its work, to refer to the distinguished 
men it has‘ given to the world, and to 
the part it has played in advancing 
medical and surgical science. 

These are matters which call for 
expert knowledge, and of which the 
King is naturally as ignorant as the 
average layman. Here the hospital 
authorities come gallantly to his as- 
sistance and practically prepare his 
speech for him. A committee of the 
principal cfficials is formed, the 
tecords of the hospital are carefully 
searched, and the result of the com- 
mittee’s work is embodied in a speech 
of perhaps an hour's duration. The 
speech, or statement, is then carefully 
revised and cut down to the required 
compass of about a quarter of an 
hour at the outside, and inverted with 
as much interest and literary merit as 
the committee can put into it. 

Four typewritten copies of the fin- 
ished speech are then made, and, 
armed with these, the committee ar- 
Tange a conference with the King's 
secretary, who makes such sugges 
tions and amendments as he thinks 
advisable. The revised proof is then 
submitted to His Majesty, who fre. 

uently rewrites it to satisfy his in- 

ividual taste, and when it has thus 

received ths royal approval the manu- 
series is sent to the printers and re- 
produced in purple letters on vellum, 
in which gorgeous form it is sent to 
His Majesty. 

In his earlier years King Edward 
used to learn these prepared speeches 
by heart; and, aided by an excellent 
memory, was able to deliver them 
with all the natural effect of im- 

Tromptu utterances. On one occasion, 
t is said—the sneech was to be de- 
livered at the Royal Academy ban- 
quet—he had omitted this precaution, 
and, further, found to his dismay that 
he had forgotten to take the copy 
with him. He proved, however, more 
than equal to the emergency, trying 
as it was to a linexperienced speak- 
er, and delivered one of the best 
speeches of his life, to the surprise 
and delight of his auditors, to whom 
he confessed his predicament. 

In later years, when experience had 
begotten confidence, His Majesty was 
content to master the facts and figures 
of his speech, and to trust to the in- 
spiration of the moment, for its de- 
livery. How happy this invariably 
was—how natural and gracefully ex- 
pressed—those who were privilered 
to hear him well know. “King Ed- 
ward’s happiest effarts. however,” 
Lord Rosebery says, “were those 
which were quite innocent of any 
preparation. In grace and simplicity 
of language, delicacy of humor, and 
dignity of utterance, the King’s im. 
pespes speaking might well chal. 
erfke comparison with that of any 
after-dinner speaker I have ever 
heard.” 

On many subjects, too, King Ed- 
ward was an expert who needed. no 
help in preparing his speeches; and 
many of his best efforts, on such wide 
apart subjects as art and agriculture, 
were entirely of his own production; 
and, like all his speeches, gained con. 
siderably from his clear enunciation 
and his beautiful, well-modujated 
voice, 

King George is, if possible, an even 
letter speaker than his royal father. 
Tndecd, some of his speecho= are per. 
feet models of lucidity, happy expres 
sion, and natural elequence. Although 
the material for many of them is sup. 
plied on lines similar to those describe 
ed above, he has long passed the 
Stace when he had to rely on his 
memory. A perfect master of his 
facts, he is able to elethe them in 
words which. by their tanpy choice 
and smooth’ flow. proclaim the born 
spenker, Indeed, in perfection of ex- 
pression many of them ure well en- 
titled to rank with the finest. exam: 
ples of English oratory. 

_An amusing .story is told of one of 
King George's early efforts at speech. 
making. It was at the onening of a 
bazaar; and, to the amusement of 
his hearers,-be degan thas: “Whén 
I came heze€l had quit« a beautiful 
speech committed to memory, so that

eve-, is any other name heard, either 
in or out of Parliament. 

* The early reports of the debates of 
our Parliament are ‘very “condensed 
in: comparison with those of to-day, 
most of the speeches being reported 
in the third person, and sometimes 


giving not mure than an outline or the 


gist of the argument. The use of 
shorthand, or stenography, has chang- 
ed all that; and for many years now 
these reports have contained every 
word of overy speech or statement 
made in the House from the opening 
to the closing of the session. It is 


because of this fullness and accuracy - 


in reporting, and the length of recent 
sessions, that three or four large vol- 
umes are required to contain the offi- 
cial reports of the debates, better 
known as the Canadian Hansard to 
distinguish it from the Hansard of 
the seer Parliament. 

Our House of Commons employs 
eight official reporters—six to report 


two for the French speeches. ~These 
form the essential part of the Hansard 
staff, but besides these there are a 
number cf typewriter-ope ators and » 
couple of editors. 

A little below the long ‘table that 
stands in the gangway or central aise 
of the House of Commons, are two 
small square tables for the use of the 
Hansard reporters. As soon as the 
Speaker is in the chair and vpens a 
silting of the House, a Hansard repor- 
ter takes his se:.t at one of the two 
tables, note-Look and fountiin pen at 
hand, ready to begin his work. In 
all that assembly of talkers, noted 
for its waste of words, there is not'a 
tongue to» fast for the nimble fingers 
and winged-pen of the Hansard re- 
porter. Seemingly without effort, and 
naturally as breathing, the reporter's 
flying pen writes line after line, and 
Paze after paze of those peculiar 
strokes and dots, loo,; and hooks, 
which make up shorthand as it ap- 
pears-to the eye of those ignorant of 
the art, but which to the expert re- 
present every sound uttered, and from 
which can be reproduced every word 
spoken. ° 

The work of reporting is taken in 
fotation by the six English reporters, 
each one’s ‘spell’ or “take” being fif- 
teen minutes in duration. A minute 
or so before the first man's time is 
up the second man enters the cham- 
ber and takes his place at the second 
small table, the man at work continu- 
ing his writing until by a signal from 
the new arriv |} he knows that tha 
second man is ready to tuke up the 
thread of the speech and carry on the 
report without a break cr less of a 
single word. 

The first reporter then leaves the 
chamber, returning to the office of the 
Hansard staff, and sitting down b>- 
side his typist, dictates tu lim from 
his shorthand notes the portion of the 
speech he has ca agen As there aie 
81x reporters, and as each ia on duty 
in the chamber only ten minutes at a 
time, there is an interval of fifty min- 
utes between each of his “takes''— 
that is, he reports for ten minutes and 
then has two-thirds of an hour in 
which to transcribe his notes. And so 
t'> reporters work in rotation, hour 
after hour, from three o’cluck in the 
afternoon until the House adjourns, 
which seldom takes place until night 
is well advanced, and which some 
times dogs not come until the grey 
light of early morning is breaking 
through the stained-glass windows of 
the Chamber. 

The French reporters divide the 
French speeches between them, and 
they have always to be on the alert, 
se that one can come in the tnoment 
a member begins to speak in French.

neat Balmy Beach, a distance of be- 
tween fourteen and fifteen miles, and 
extending north some twenty-eight 
miles to the neighborhood of Schom.- 
berg and Aurora, and containing in 
all 250,805 acres. - 

The consideration mentioned in the 
agreement of 1805 is the nominal 
amount of ten shillings, and as liber- 
al payment on the basis of the value 
of the land was made when the pro- 
visional agreement of 1737 was sign- 
ed, a recommendation for further 
“presents,” as requested by the 
chief, was made to His Majesty's Gov- 
ernment by the agents for the crown.

Let us note carefully what the 
Apostle says respecting God’s ap- 
pointe’ Day for ionking of the 
world. He says that the command to 
repent now forth ‘to all men* 

very where, use God hath +P 
Jointed a [future] Day, in which He 
wil judge the world.” Tue Apostle 
does not refer to that Day as ly 

. but as merely appointed or 
arranged for in advance. He! means 
that in arranging tha! “Jesus, by the 
grace of God, should taste death for 
every man,” was arranging that 
every. man might have a judgment or 
a trial, to determine whether: or not 
he will be worthy of this blessing 
which Jesus’ death provides him an 
opportunity to secure. The Day was 
future in Saint Paul's time, and it is 
#*'t future, because God has other 
work which He proposes shull be ac- 
complished first, before the world’s 
a of heey eel or trial shall begin. 
he world’s trial Day or period of 
judgment, or testing ~s to worthiness 
or unworthiness for everlasting life. 
will be one of the thousand-year days 
mentioned by Saint Peter, who said, 
“A day with ths Lord is as a thou- 
sand years.” The same period is call- 
ed elsewhere the ‘Day of Christ,” 
the Day or period of Messiah's glori- 
ous reign. By the righteous ruling of 
His Kingdors, by the suppression of 
Satan and sin and the scattering of 
darkness, ignorance ani superstition, 
bs the shining forth of the Sun of 
Righteousness with healing in its 
beams, that glorious Day will bring 
blessing t+ the world in general—op- 
portunity for each individual to come 
into judgment or ‘rinl, the result of 
which will be either the reward of life 
everlasting or the punishment of 
death everlasting—“‘everlasting de. 
struction from the presence of the 
Lord and from the glor, of His 
power." 

That great thousand-year Day is 
still future; and, meantime, the Apos- 
tle’s words respecting mankind are 
still true: “The whole ercation groan- 
eth and travaileth in pain together” 
—‘waiting for the manifestation of 
the sons of God.” (Roman: viii, 22, 
19.) If the nineteen centuries’ delay 
in the introduction of this great Day 
seems long, let us not forget that it 
is less than half as long as the period 
which prece¢-d—the period prior to 
th: comin~ of Jesus ar” His dying, 
“the Just for the unjust." Nor ia the 
entire period long from the Divine 
standpoint. For as the Prophet de- 
clares: “A thousand years in God's 
sight are but as yesterday.” or even 
shorter, “us a watch in the. night.”

The pornose of the nineteen cen- 
turies between the time when Jesus 
died as man's Redeemer and the time 
when He will tuke His Throne as the 
Restorer of Adam and his race is 
spoken of as a Mystery, because the 
great work of grace herein accom. 
plished is measurably hidden from 

2 world. The Jews do not under- 
stand it; they expected that Messiah's 
Kingdom and their own national ex- 
altation would have come long ago, 
They cannot tell now why they have 

n for eighteen centuries outcast 
from the Divine favor. It is a mys- 
tery to them. 

The Scriptures tell us who may 
know or understand this Mystery and 
when it will be finished. They say, 
“The sect of the Lord is with them 
that fea: Him, and He wiil’ show 
them His Govenant.” They tell us 
that in the days of t2.: voice of the 
Seventh Ange), when he shall begin 
to sound, the mystery of God shall be 
finished," which He hath kept secret ; 
from the foundation of the world. 
Saint Pauji refers to this mystery, 
saying thot 31 was “hidden from pnet 
Ages and Dispensations,” and that it 
“js now revealed to the saints.” He 
explains what it is, namely, that we 
should be fellow-heizs and of the 
same Body with our Redeemer— 
Ephesians iii, 6. ® 

This clearly means that the entire 
Church class, sometimes called “the 
Body of Christ, which is the Church,” 
and sometimes styled “the Bride, the 
Lamb's Wife,” is to be sharer with 
the Redeemer in the sufferings of the 

resent life and {n the glories of the 
luture. The nearly ninetcen cen- 
faries of this Age, therefore, accord- 
ing to the Scriptures, have heen for 
the purpose, not of giving the world 
its trial for everlasting life or death, 
bu: for the trying, testing. the elect. 
ing or selecting of the Church, and 
her perfecting with her Lord as 
sherers in “His resurrection,” “the 
- ‘cst Resurrection.”°—Philippians, tii, 
10; Revelation xx, 6, 

We have in the past made two seri- 
ous mistakes respecting the Divine 
purposes, One was tint we assumed 
without Scriptural authority that the 
whole world 1s now on trial for eternal 
life, failing to sce that it is merely 
the elect Church, the consecrated 
class. The other mistike is thut we 
treusoned a: though the Church were 
part of the world and, therefore, that 
the trial of the Church meant the 
triul of the world. But hearken to 
the Seripturss resnecting the Church: 
“Ye ore not of the world, aven ag I ! 
am uot ef the world’; “I huve chosen 
you cut of the world"; an? ugain, “Let 
your light so shine before men that 
they, secing your good works, may 
glorify your. Futher Which Js ip 






heaven” “in the-day of their visita 
tion,.”"—I. Peter ii, 12 

We should notice alzo the wide 
diff-rence between the reward prom- 
ised the Church. ond ‘int profiered 
1.» world. In both cases the rew. 
will be everlasting life, In bot ees 
this will mean fun b mony with 
God. beenuse “AL che wigked wili 
Get destroy.” And again wo read 
thet. “Whozorver hath the Son hath 
His. and whosoever hath not the Son 
shall not see life.” So, then, the at. 
tains ont of everinsting life, either by 
the Church class or aA “2 world, will 
mean coming into full harmony witr 
tha heavenly Father and with the 
Lord Jesus, by the merit of Christ’s 
sacrifice, It will mean a full turning 
away from sin and a full devetion to 
Ced and to righteousn 

The difference will be as to nature. 
Tho reward for the world will be 
earthly nature, human nature, with 
ever’asting life in an earthly Paradise 
or Euen—world-witie. Mankind never 
lost a spiritual or heavenly condition 
through Adam's disobedience, nor in 
any other manner. He never had 
such a condition or nature, or a right 
to it, that he could lose it. He was 
made man. “a little lower than the 
angels.” His crown of glow and 
honor was an earthly crown. His do- 
minicn waa over the birds of the air, 
over cattle and over the fish of the 
sea, This which he lost Jesus paid 
th: redemption price.for at Calvary; 
and these things lost’ are the very 
things which Jesus onl His elect 
Bride will restore to mankind during 
th: thousand years of the Messianic 
Kingdom. Thus we reod: “The 
of man came to seck and to save that 
which was lost.” 

The reward of the Church, eternal 
life, perfection and harmony with 
G.J, will be on the spirit plane— 
wholly different from the human. 
Man in perfection will again be a

Minister of Militia Says Drunkenness 
In Militia Camps !s the Work of 
Men Picked Up to Fill Ranks— 

Can Trust Boys to Behave

Send Cadet Instructors.

“Every man I have appointed,” said 
th» Minister of Militia, “has been told 
to louk after his business and not 
meddle in politics. Fitness is the 
first qualification for service. The man 
who neglects his business, be he Tory 
or “Grit, must go. 

Col. Hughes emphasized the fact 
that there was no intention of ever 
allowing politics to affect the service 
proper. All officers vould be appoint- 
ed and promoted without reference to 
politics.

ranks just befure going to canips. 
This, he added, would be remedied at 
an early date. The abuse of liquor in 
camps was not extensive. People who 
saw a soldier drunk at camp

think that the same man would prob- 
ably be drunk hours at home where 
he was drunk minutes there. 
Reverting to the cadets, he declar- 
ed. that boys made better men for 
being trained in military. exercises.

Balfour, claimed that the Govern- 
ment held an absolutely even balance 
between the disputants. ,The Govern- 
ment had tried by every form of per- 
suasion and argument to negotiate 
to bring the peru to an agreement, 
but had failed, and it could not allow 
the population and industries of the 
country to starve. 

The Government, the Prime Min- 
ister said, believed that the bill was a 
necessary preliminary to any further 
steps “which, God forbid, should be 
necessary.” 

The debate showed that the Labor 
leaders were in a more reasonable 
mood. Although they tabled a num- 
ber of amendinents, one, for the in- 
clusiun of their schedule of minimum 
wages, it is belleved that they now 
will be satisfied with, and that the 
Government wil] Le willing tu con- 
cede, the inclusion of the five shiiling 
and two shilling minimum. Altogeth- 
er the tension has been greatly re- 
laxed and although the debate may he 
carried into next week, it would not 
be surprising if the Government*s 
original program was carried out and 
the bill become a law by Saturday.

The union officiais a:s in doubt 
whether such a compromise would be 
approved at the referendum vote, 
since the full convention at Indiana- 
polis several months ago expressly 
stood, not only for a ten cent. in- 
crease, but for many changes in con- 
ditions such as a reduction of eight 
hours a week in the working time. 

The union officials say an agreeable 
adjustment of the bituminous dispute 
would have much influence in secur- 
ing for the 175,000 anthracite miners a 
settlement of their differences.

ple by the bosses? 

The collapse of the ¥ 
form in the auditorium created some 
excitement, although Col. Roosevelt 
was uninjured. The platform, which 
was elevated about three feet from 
the floor, was crowded with about 30 
persons. -As Col. Roosevelt ascended 
the platform on entering the hall, it 
gave way with a crash. The middle 
portion sank to the floor. Col. Roose- 
velt stepped quickly to’the front of 
the structure, which did not give way, 
and waved his hand at the crowd to 
show that he was uninjured. 

As Col. Roosevelt entered the hall 
the people rose to their feet with a 
cheer. For two minutes the applause 
continued. When Walter E. Brown, 
president of the Roosevelt committee 
of Maine, introduced the colonel, there 
“was ano‘ -r outburst of hand-clap- 

ing. Frequently during the speech 

¢ was interrupted by applause. 

Col. Roosevelt named Senator Pen- 
rose of Pennsyl Senator Galling 
of New Hampshire, Wm. Barnes, jr., 
of New. York, Congressman McKinley, 
of the President's campaign manage- 
ment, and Congressman Tawney of 
Minnesota, represénting the chief pres- 
ent adherents of the President, ai 
said that they were “precisely 
men who under the President's the- 
ory, would be, as to a certain 
degree already were, the ‘representa- 
tive of the party of the people, 
which governs the rest of the people, 
and which does not really represent 
them at all, but misrepresents them". 

The speaker added that the differ.

| Both stated they would stand or fall 
together with the proposed | legisla- 
| tion. They fell. 

Hon. W. J. Hanna and Sir James 
Whitney were quite profuse in the 
Presentation of bouquets to the phy- 
sician’ members, “but the Provincial 

| Secretary explained that such legisla- 
| tion could not possibly be adopted 
; thia session, The Government .was 
{not in readiness to adopt thé mea+ 
; ures provided in the bills. Dr. Gcd- 
| frey, under these circumstances, with- 
drew both bills. 
+ His amendment to the Marriage 
j Act was intended to prevent insane 
‘ persons from marrying and to com- 
| pel the issuer of a license to secure 
;@ certificate from a qualified physi- 
cian, that either of the parties are not 
j insane, an epileptic or an imbecile. 


i He aleo believed that tuberculosis was 
} andl he thought that the act should 
| be amended in such a way as to, pre- 
veut tuberculos people = marryinz. 
Another good thing to stamp cut sc 
much, breeding of insanity was tc com. 
pel three weeks’ residence by the par- 
ties in. the municipalities where the 
licenses were applied for.

@ contract of marriage was practically 
indissoluble. ‘‘There is a great weak-

Hon. Mr. Hanna spoke of the seri-

“T may add that at the next general 
election in 1904 I was reelected by 
my constituents, whose confidence 
was given to me for twenty years 
without a single defeat.

MacCallum for several months in 
1899, and then on a question of policy 
I again ceased to be a member of the 
Government of Newfoundland. Then, 
tree from office, I once more became 
Reid's 1 adviser, entering into a 
contract for my exclusive professional 
services, I acted under it til} 1906, 
when it was terminated by agreement. 

“It was represented to Mr. Reid that 
his relation with the Government

rt. Howley, a strong supporter of the 

Government, would not cease while I 
was Reid’s legal adviser. Mr. Reid 
came from Montreal, where he resided 
to solve the difficulty after consulta- 
tion with me, I had abandoned my 
private practice to become his legal 
adviser, and had a moral and legal 
claim for my unexpired time. Mr. 
Reid had also promised me extra re- 
muneration for what he was pleased 
to regard as peculiarly good work done 
for him by me in a large arbitration. 
He was anxious to compensate me 
properly. but he desired to avoid the 
turther friction which he feared might 
oorur if I remained in the colony. 
Knowing that I had long contemplat- 
ed a return to this, my native coun- 
try, he offered to commute my claim 
on him by paying to me snnually, if 1 
resided in Canada, a portion of the 
yearly salary which I was entitled to 
under my contract.

BULLETS IN BATTLE, ~~ 


Death Wounds and Flesh Wounds and 
the Feeling When Struck. 

In “Serving the Republic* General 
Neleon A. Miles says that. ilke every 
other soldier who bus seen much active 
service, he is often asked bow it feels 
to be wounded He bimself was 
wounded four rimes and twice almost 
fatally, so be is able to speak from 
experience. He says: 

“One ts often axked -how it seems to 
be wounded in battle. The filght.of.a 


bailet ia quicker than thought and has | 


paseed through a flesh wound before 
one realizes that be bas been struck. 
I have seen bodies of men dead on the 
field of battle where the brain had 
bees pierced and death bad been in- 
stantaneous. They would remain in 
every position of the “manual of arms,’ 
with an an=fous look, a frown or & 
smile on their cold and rigid faces. 

“My wounds received at Fair Oaka, 
Fredericksburg and Petérsberg were 
flesh wounds and disabled me bat a 
short time. While riding down the 
Une at Chancellorsville one of the ene 
my’s bullets struck my metallic belt 
Plate with great force. This caused a 
slight deviation aa it entered the body. 
The result was an instant deathly sick- 
ening sensation. -My sword dropped 
from my right hand; my scabbard and 
belt dropped to the left, 1 was com- 
pletely, paralyzed below the waist. My 
borse seemed to realize what had oc- 
curred. fle stopped. turned and walked 
slowly back, I holding to the pommel 
ofthe’ saddle with my hands. We 
goon reached'a group of soldiers, who 
took me/off nod; placing mein a blan- 
ket. carried me to the Chancellorsville 
House and pulled a dead man of a 
couch to make room, for me.”

TELLS OF THE REID DEALS 


President of the New Public Service: 
Commission Appointed by the BSor- 
den. Government Is the Subject 
of a Speech by New Brunswick 
Member—Mr. Borden Is Not 
Ready to Act In the Matter, 


Ottawa, March 30.—Parliament was 
given striking and startling opportun- 
ity yesterday to pass judgment upon 
another member of the “‘Hunt-for- 
scandals” Commission, which *the 
maker of the Halifax platform has- 
tened to appoint when the Canadian 
people gave him their confidence last 
autumn. Parliament heard from Mr. 
F. B.. Carvell in a vigorous addtess 
something of the career of Chairman 
Morine of the Public Service Commis- 
sion. So serious were the Charges of 
Mr. Carvel] and so startling was the 
character of the evidence he adduced 
that the Government benches remain- 
ed dumb and silent at the conclusion. 
Pinally Premier Borden arose and 
complained that sufficient notice had 
not eta given him of the charges. 

The members of the commission, 
which -involved almost the liberties 
of many public seryants, said Mr. 
Carvell, should be above reproach. 
They were not only jude, but prose- 
cuting attorneys as well. 

He said that Mr, Morine, when hk 
went to Newfoundland, became con- 
nected with The St. John’s Mercury, 
which raised a violent creed cry. at 
first against the Roman Catholics. 
Then about 1890-he turned and sup- 
ported them. 

“The alacrity with which this man 
was able to get from one side to the 
other was surprising,” said Mr. Ca: 
well. 

But this, he continued, was not the 
point he wished to emphasize. In 
1898, he said, when Mr. Morine was 
Finance Minister and Minister -{ 
Customa for Newfoundland, he made 
an agreement with R. B. Rad, ~ 
prominent railway contractor, by 
which the colony of Newfoundland 
gave away to Reid almost all the col- 
ony possessed, in order to secure th: 
operation of railroads. 

The colony under Mr. Morine spent 
$13,000,C00 on this railroad, sani Mr. 
Carvell, handed it over with all ita 
branches to Reid for fifty years, with 
the condition that it should become 
Reid's property on his paying $1,000,- 
G0. Reid was also given 5,000 acres 
of land a mile, which with the other 
concessions he had got would take up 
almost all the available land in the 
colony. He was given all the coal 
with the understanding that there 
should be an import duty of $1 a ton. 

He was also given a monopoly cf 
steamship lines on the coast, with a 
subsidy of $100,000. He was given 
control of the docks at 8t. John’s for 
$225,000. a monopoly of telegra: 
lines and certain other franchises to- 
talling $13,000,0000 to $15,000,000. 

Then Mr. Morine had fought the 
election of 1897, with the deal with 
Reid as his principal plank. 


Continuing, Mr. Carvell reed an jq 


extract from the reply of Rt. Hon 
Joseph Chamberlain, then Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, to the gov- 
ernor of Newfoundland, dated March 
23; 1898, refusing to ratify the agree 
ment, in which he referred to the 
“extraordinary powers’ handed over 
to Reid. Meetings of protest were also 
held at St. John’s against the agree- 
nent. 

On Mr. Morine admitting in 1808 
that while he was a member of the 
executive council of Newfoundland, he 
was the legal adviser of Reid, the gov- 
ernor of the colony, Mr. Carvel! de- 
clared, dismissed him from office, 
stating in a letter that he should “not 
give him the choice which master he 
would serve fer the future.” 

“It was impcssible to conceive,” 
commented Mr. Carvell, “that any 
man who ‘had been sv disgraced wduld 
have the hardihood to hold his head 
up and seek public office in this 
country.” 

Then a genera) election was held 
and Morine had the hardihood to Join 
himself to Reid in an attempt to get 
back into office, but though he had 
been elected himself, Recta of his 


| followers were. 


“Having betrayed the colony for 
the benefit of his employer, he then 
attempted,” said Mr. Carvell, “to be- 
tray his employer for the benefit of 
himself.’ 

Morine and Reid, he said, had quar- 
relled over The St. John Mercury, on 
which Morine held a mortgage of 
$33,000.
